(IP) — The state department

by the Tokyo foreign office 
that the United States had 
a hand in framing the note 
to Japan which was deliv- 
ered yesterday by the council of 
the League of Nations. 


It was said the United States 


had no knowledge whatever of the 
framing of the note and did not 
know that the note was to be 
delivered. 
Meanwhfle,

known 
that both China and Japan have 
been advised by the state depart- 
ments that both combatants 
at 
Shanghai probably would be held 
responsible for damages caused by 
fighting; there. 


About two weeks ago American 


officials at Shanghai communicat- 
ed both with the Japanese and 
Chinese officials there and made 
it clear the United States would 
hold both the fighting powers re- 
sponsible in case American inter- 
ests and American lives suffer.

Japanese policy in Shanghai and 
Manchuria may be affected mater- 
ially by the result of Japan's gen- 
eral election Saturday. 
Far casterh experts in the stale 
deparlment will be surprised if the 
present government under Premier 
Inultai fails lo win overwhelm- 
ingly, as its militaristic attitude 
has been extremely popular with 
the masses. 
Too mild a Manchurian policy 


was one of the causes behind the 
fall of the previous government, 
under Premier Wakatsuke, head of 
the Minselto or liberal party. This 
party held a majority in Ihe Jap- 
naese diet's lower house, however, 
and because of the impossibility 
of a ministry handling such a cri- 
sis as the present with an un- 
friendly legislature, the house was 
dissolved. 
Premier Inukai 
belongs to the 
Seiyukai, 
or 
conservative party. 


His government practically took 
Japan off the gold standard, lem- 
porarily 
improving business; ex- 


tended the military occupation of 
Manchuria; backed Ihe aggressive 
punishment 
of 
the 
boycott 
at 
Shanghai; voted about $14,000,000 
additional 
for 
military expendi- 


tures in China, and consequently 
goes before Ihe Japanese void's 
asking support, as an aggressive, 
military organization. 
At the coming eleclion the en- 


tire lower house membership of 
466 will be chosen. Of these 352 
will be from rural districts and 
the remainder from cities. A prop- 
erty qualification limits voting in 
Japan to men who pay ,$5 or more 
laxes annually.

Mead, professor of corporation fi- 
nance at the University of Penn- 
sylvania told the annual Wharton 
Alumni- Institute of Business to- 
day.Thomas W. 
Woodlock, former 


member of Ihc interstate scomcrce 
commission, and F. P. Lisman of 
the Lisman corporation, New York, 
also informed the institute huge 
savings could be made by consol- 
idation and cooperation and urged 
action to that end. 


Dr. Mead presented the result* 


of a research of Dr. Julius Gro- 
dinski of the departmenl of corpo- 
ration finance and investment of 
the Wharton 
school, which pre- 


discts the cvenlual necessity of 
consolidation if the railroads are 
to continue as a conrerstonu or 
the financial system. 


The research 
lists 
specifically 


$284,000.000 possible annual savings 
ond estimate 
olher savings not 


now susceplible lo accurale slate- 
ments at sufficient lo bring the 
total to $500,000,000 and probably 
nore. 


Dr. Mead said the railroad struc- 
ure had been built on the thesis 
that it was a transportation mo- 
nopoly. In the fact of the automo- 
bile, truck, waterway, airplane anu 
pipeline competition, the railroads 


are not a monopoly and sland to 
lose still more business to these 
new competitors if steps are not 
taken 
to 
cut 
costs 
incurred 
through inter-railroad competition 
and duplication. 


Among the savings listed "with 
some degree of accuracy" to total 
$284,000.000 were the following: 


$50,000,000 through the abandon- 


ment of small roads with light 
traffic 
volume, now existing be- 


cause of the competitive anxiety of 
the strong roads to obtain a p'rot- 
itable haul on the long lines. 


$170,000,000 
through the aban- 
donment of 23,000 miles of road 
mainlained 
by 
l a r g e 
.system 


branches for competitive reasons. 


$5,000,000 through 'elimination of 
leases on 40,000 miles, passing the 
title of the leased roads directly 
to a regionally consolidated sys- 
tem. 


$14,000,000 through assignment of 
55,000 miles of small roads to large 
roads, eliminaling separate corpo- 
rate structures. 


"These savings," said Dr. Mead, 
"extensive as they arc, are not 
the most 
important. The major 


savings, arising from the elimina- 
tion of unnecessary and extrava.- 
gant competition, would be ob- 
tained through the union of ter- 
minal facilities and the movement 
of traffic over the direct non-con- 
gested and the lowest cost rail 
•oulcs of the country'.'

Cost of Road. 
It WHS brought out in the plead- 


ings and testimony the bond issue 
petition provided 'that J20B.600 be 
set aside to be used on that road 
and that after Sta.tc~ and Federal 
aid was not procured, an addition- 
al $50,000 was appropriated; that 
$10,000 paid the court by the Mag- 
nolia 
and 
Texas Pipeline com- 


panies to move off the old road 
where the oil pipelines worn lo- 
cated were used; that an addition- 
al $30,000 then was appropriated 
to the road to complete the 18- 
foot pavement to Emhouse. 


It was brought out that the 


sta,1c graveled the road from Em- 
hou.sc to Chambers Creek. 


J. M. Tullos, county auditor for 


the 
past 
ten years, testified as 


lo. the amount of money spent on 
each road. 
He stated that there 


had been $295,560.45 actually spent 
on the Emhousc road 
from the 


Consolidated Road District No. 1 
funds, 
less 
the 
$10,000 secured 


from the pipeline companies and 
that Navarro county lost $10,000 on 
the dirt, work contract on the road. 
He estimated the use of men reg- 
ularly on the payroll of the coun- 
ty and the use of county equip- 
ment, cost $5,000 additional. 
He 


said some right-of-way matters had 
not. 
been settled but there was 


about $4000, to the credit of the 
road to care for that. That brings 
the total cost of the road to $314,- 
600 not counting the 4.31 miles of 
gravel placed there by the state 
highway department. 


It. was brought out hy counsel 


for the. county that the present 
contract for the dirt and drainage 
structures on the Navurro-Chency- 
boro road was an 
advantageous 


one, 
being only $6,500 for more 


than four miles, and the court, was 
asked not lo issue injunction or- 
ders for if the plaintiffs in this 
case win their contention, there 
remaitiH sufficient funds to pave 
the four miles nt Emhouse:

New Gnat Depth 


Is Discovered In* 


Caribbean Sea 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18,—(S>)— 


A new great depth In the Carib- 
bean sea, 24,000 feet, has been 
discovered, giving scientists a pos- 
sible clue to origin of earthquakes 
such as raked Santiago Cuba, re- 
cently. 


The new depth, nearly five miles 


—has been located almost on the 
spot where the Santiago earth- 
quake centered. 
The navy an- 
nounced today its discovery by 
the Submarine S-48, which is now 
cruising in the Caribbean with a 
crew of scientists studying the 
causes of quakes and other earth 
changes. 


The new sounding was made In 
the "Bartlett Deep", huge ocean 
through to the south of Cuba. 
Some scientists believe the Bart- 
lett Deep is a surface indication 
of a line of inward "buckling" 
of the earth's crust, perhaps caus- 
ed by shrinkage of the crust as 
the interior cools.

PRESIDENT "CLAIMS 
PLAN 


WILL SAVE MILLIONS BY 


REORGANIZATION PLAN 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 17. 


—(/P)—President Hoover to- 
day, petitioned congress for 
direct authority to negotiate 
"a thorough going reorgani- 
zation" of the executive 
branch of the federal gov- 
ernment. • 


In this third special message of 


the session the president asked 
for the immediate creation of four 
new federal posts and the major 
alteration and change of title of 
as many more. 
Such a step, he 


said, would be the first move In 
a program designed to save "many 
millions of dollars now extracted 
annually from our over-burdened 
tax payers." 


Mr. Hoover said he hoped to 


eliminate between 15 to 20 inde- 
pendent offices, which, he believes, 
are 
performing overlapping ser- 
vices and could be better consoli- 
dated with other branches of the 
government. 


His message went to congress 
just a day alter Speaker Garner 
had served notice hr would name 
a Democratic committee to inves- 
tigate possibilities of reorganiza- 
tion to reduce expenditures. 


The president said that in the 


present crisis, the absolute neces- 
sity for the most drastic eccmomy 
makes the problem of governmen- 
tal reorganization one of "para- 
mount importance." 
' 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 
17.—(/P)— 
Asking support for a wholesale 
reorganization of the government, 
• President Hoover today dispatch- 
ed a special message to Congress 
recommending the creation of four 
new federal offices. 


He 
requested, 
simultaneously, 


the major alteration and changing 
in title of four other federal de- 
partments. 
Under the eight new 


and 
altered divisions he would 
consolidate present overlapping ac- 
tivities in an effort (o subtract 
"millions of dollars annually" from 
the tax burden. 


Authority also was asked for 


the chief executive to transfer and 
consolidate executive and admin- 
istrative groups merely through 
the issuance of executice orders, 
each to lie before congress for 80 
days before becoming effective. 
"In the present crisis," the pres- 


ident declared, 'the absolute ne- 
cessity for tho most drastic econ- 
oniy makes the problem of govern- 
ment! reorganization one of para- 
mount importance." 
Four New Jobs. 


Here are the four new posts he 
would have Congress create: 


A public works administrator, to 
construct and sometimes operate 
all federal projects except those 
of the army and navy. 
An assistant secretary for pub- 


lic health to head all such federal 
work. 
An assistant secretary for mer- 


chant marine, drawing into the 
commerce department all marine 
shipping regulation, including in- 
land waterways. 
An assistant secretary- for con- 


servation, to combine now scatter- 
ed efforts. 
Jobs lo Be Changed. 
Posts which Mr. Hoover would 


alter include: 
A personal administrator, instead 


of chairman of the civil service 
commission, to combine all person- 
nel agencies of the government. 


An assitant secretary for edu- 


cation, consolidating the 
offices 


cf education, its commissioner and 
other education activities. 


An assistant secretary for agri- 


cultural economics, giving higher 
title to the present director. 
The 
president 
informed con- 


gress the salaries of these 
offi- 


cials would cost ah additional $40,- 
000 a. year but that the "sav- 
ing in the cost of the administra- 
tion would be many times this 
sum." 
Army-Navy Not Mentioned. 


No mention was made by Mr. 


Hoover of moves now afoot on 
capitol 
hill to 
consolidate 
the 


army and navy into a single de- 
partment. 'He is known to be op- 
posed to such a step, desiring to 
retain the present ten major ex- 
ecutive departments ao P. frame- 
work. 
Recalling that other presidents 


had requested general consolida- 
tions without major results, the 
president warned 
congress 
that 


such steps in the past had been 
"a signal for the mobilization of 
opposition from all quarters." es- 
pecially within the departments af- 
fected. 
Nevertheless, he laid clown the 


principles that there must, be re- 
organization 
of activities under 


the head of "major purposes," and 
with administrative and legisla- 
tive functions having 'single-head- 
ed rcsponsibilty." 
Reclamation Plans. 


At the same time he recommend- 


p.d a. separate legislative reorgani- 
zation of policy in two fields—rec- 
lamation and conservation of the 
western ranges. 
Reclamation, he said, should be 


broadened to include conservation 
of water by storage in all parts 
of the country. Such projects as 
Boulder Dam, Grand "Coulee on 
the Columbia river, the dam on 
'the Umatilla and Cove Creek dam 
ai Muscle Shoals, he said, should 
co forward when contracts can be 
made for the sale of power. 
The president endorsed measures 


now before congress to have west- 
ern states accept surface title to 
certain remnants of the public do- 
main with their borders, with min- 
eral rights maintained by the gov- 
ernment. 
The president in his message to 


congress of December 8 detailed 
his ideas for transferor the ship- 
ping board into the department of 
commerce, as follows: 
Shipping Board. 


'At present the shipping board 


exercises large administrative func- 
tions indedpendent of the execu- 
tive 
These administrative func- 


tions should be transferred to the 
department of commerce, tn keep- 
ing with that single responsibility 
which has been the basis of our 
governmental structure since its 
foundation. 
"There should he created in that 


department, a position of'assistant 
secretary 
for merchant 
marine, 


under whom this work and the 
several bureaus having to do with 
merchant marine may be grouped. 


"The shippin-g board should be 


made a regulatory body acting al- 
•o in advisory capacity OB loaa*
